Mayor B. A. Black will have the 
appointment of the city board of 
health, the a ct of 19 09 haring made 
radical changes in the manner of or­ 
ganizing this important department. 
At present the city board of health 
is composed of Dr. E. I. Wooden, Dr. 
J . G. Lewis and Dr. I). D. VanOsdol. 
The new law provides that in every 
incorporated city there shall be a d e­ 
partment of health composed of a 
board of three 
commissioners, 
not 
more than two of whom ahall be of 
the same political party, and at least 
two shall be physicians, and shall be 
appointed by the mayor for a term 
of four years. 
This board shall a p ­ 
point a s secretary a physician who 
may or may not be one of their mem­ 
bers and he shall be the executive 
officer. 
The secretary of each city 
board of health shall receive as com­ 
pensation the sum of two cents per 
capita per annum for each individual 
residing in the city. 
To be eligible for appointment as 
secretary of the city board of health 
one must 
be a licensed 
physician, 
able bodied, well informed in sa ni­ 
tary science and hygiene, skilled in 
the management of contagious dis­ 
ea ses, temperate and not addicted to 
the use of drugs, and of good moral 
character, etc.

Fairbanks and Stevens became es­ 
tranged in ail argument o ver calling 
o n the y o ung wo man. They ap p o inted 
seco nds who arranged they sho uld 
meet in Fairview p ark at sundo wn and 
fire fro m twenty p aces. 
In the meantime the p ro sp ect o f be­ 
co ming p unctured by a bullet wasn’t 
enticing and the p rincip als met, ami­ 
cably settled their differences and de­ 
cided to stage a sham duel in p lace o f 
that first decided. 
Their seco nds re­ 
so rted to every means to p revent the 
exp ected blo o dshed. 
With tears in 
their ey es they watched their mutual 
friends sho o t at each o ther. The p rin­ 
cip als fired in the air. 
When they re­ 
co vered fro m their amazement the sec­ 
o nds saw their friends standing arm 
in arm singing, “Every Day Is Ladies’ 
Day with Ale.” 
The news o f the duel had sp read into 
the city and exciting rumo rs were ev­ 
ery where until the affray was ex­ 
p lained.

He declared that he 
admitted Hall o nly after being threat­ 
ened with a revo lver. The arrest was 
made o n the theo ry that a p lo t existed 
between Hall, Alexander and the ne­ 
gro chauffeur. Tucker, to lo o t the 
bank. 
President Wo o dward, who was sho t 
by Hall, is barely ho lding his o wn. 
The bullet p ierced the intestines and 
liver. James Tucker, the negro chauf­ 
feur, is still in a critical co nditio n. 
Hall p ro bably never will be bro ught 
to trial fo r murder. 
His mind is be­ 
lieved to be a wreck fro m reading and 
bro o ding o ver lurid literature, and he 
will be sent to an asy lum. 
Safely be­ 
hind the walls o f the state refo rma­ 
to ry at Jefferso nville, the y o uth talked 
freely o f his crime. 
The bo y is evi­ 
dently half insane. 
He imagines he 
Is a hero .

Policeman — Embol­ 


dened by First Success, He Emerged 


From Hiding and Worked the Trick 


a Second Time, This Time Shooting 


an Assistant Cashier— A Posse Soon 


Rounded Him Up, However, and He 


Is Dying From a Bullet Wound. 


Eudora, Kan., Nov. 13.— The nine- 
teen-year-old bandit, Earl Bullock, who 
robbed the state bank of Eudora on 
Oct. l l , returned yesterday afternoon 
at 3 o’clock with a companion, held up 
the cashier and robbed the bank again. 
W hile the robbers were at work Fred 
Starr, assistan t cashier of the Kaw 
V alley State l ank of Eudora, entered 
the Eudora State bank with the day's 
clearings. 
The 
robbers 
shot 
him 
through the jaw. 
Grabbing all the

w ent to arrest him he found Bullock 
had gone to Eudora, a few m iles from 
Lawrence.

told Bullock he was under arrest.

B ul­ 
lock then took $800 and hurried to 
Lawrence. 
Two hours after they had 
been locked up W oods and W ilson 
were released from the vault.

W hile the trust was 
stealing from the governm ent from 5 
to IO per cent of its rightful revenue 
by a system of false w eights, it was 
robbing it of an am ount alm ost as 
large by the fraudulent duty fixed at 
the appraiser's office.

short w eight for its sugar, am ounting 
to m illions of pounds a year at the 
surveyor’s office, and it w as fixing a 
false duty on this false w eight at the 
appraiser’s office. 
How much the governm ent has lost

No attention was called 
to this phase of the system of thefts 
by the law yers representing the com ­ 
pany in the statem ent given out by 
them at that tim e as having been made 
to the com pany’s directors.

manded a sum approxim ating $9,000,- 
000.

poration the sum of $65,000,000, but 
all of this w as based entirely upon the 
false w eights and not upon frauds 
fully as gross perpetrated in the ap­ 
praiser’s office.
